PARKING  PRIVILEGES 

There  are  two  forms  of  identification 
used  for  persons  with  disabilities  park¬ 
ing:  parking  placards  and  Disability 
License  Plates. 

Parking  placards  are  available  free  to 
persons  with  permanent  or  temporary 
disabilities. 

Disability  License  Plates  are  available 
to  any  person  who  has  a  permanent 
disability.  These  plates  may  be  pur¬ 
chased  at  the  cost  of  standard  license 
plates  for  vehicles  titled  in  his  or  her 
name. 

Disabled  veterans  may  obtain  special 
Disabled  Veteran  Plates  if  their  disabili¬ 
ties  are  100  percent  service-related.
